Sanford emphasized his main thrust in open¬ 
ing Mary’s Market once more when he said, "We 
need to draw ourselves together. Rather than 
leave Los Angeles, I decided to stay and give 
something back to the community (of Sierra 
Madre). 1 want to be a part of the healing process 
that needs to take place (in Southern California). 
My emphasis is on restating the sense of com¬ 
munity." 

He continued, "This was the place that kids 
stopped for a soda pop, candy or ice cream when 
they got off the school bus. This was the place 
for the bulletin board and 1 want to bring that 
back." He also said he would sell the Sierra 
Madre News as Mary did while she had Ae 
store. 

"When the fires hit, this would have been the 
command post," he said, then added, "Friends 
have encouraged this (re-opening of the store) 
and I feel I’ve done very little but to accept 
responsibility. Healing, that’s what this is all 
about. We talk. We share. That’s where the hope 
is. The theme in Sierra Madre is what we can 
contribute to each other," Sanford explained. 
Then he laughed, pointed to Nick Dillon, Mary’s

nephew, and said, "I want to open the store so 
Njjgk will stop bugging me."

tests" on the buildings in question, told Salem 
Chameides that "No reinforcing steel could be 
detected." implying that the building was not 
reinforced sufficiently. She was sure that her 
building was made of cement and, therefore, 
would be safe in an earthquake. 

She told the council Tuesday evening that a 
push test (determining if the mortar is safe) was 
completed Monday, this week, and that she 
would be willing to get her contractors to "work 
as rapidly as possible." She said that she could 
remain in the building during the work so that 
her business would not be closed. 

Her home in Kinneloa was destroyed during 
the October fire. 

Forty percent of the commercial buildings in 
downtown Sierra Madre have completed retrofit¬ 
ting. The rest are in the priKess, according to 
Sean Joyce, acting city administrator. 

The council decided to set the appeaU)f the 
Planning Commission’s decision concerning a 
building owned by Fred Crockett for hearing 
within 40 days. Councilman Lee Cline was the 
only person to vote "no." 

At its meeting of Nov. 18, Crockett request¬ 
ed a modification of the Conditional Use Permit 
permitting the construction of a habitable base¬ 
ment measuring 1500 square feet. The Planning 
Commission denied modification. Five commis¬ 
sioners voted to deny and one abstained. 

If approved, the residence would measure 
5146 square feet. 

Crockett explained that the reason he came 
back to request a basement at 260 West Cartel 
Ave. was because he had a buyer who needed 
more space in which to have an office. 

The first story measures 1540 square feet and 
the attached garage is 492 square feet. The 
second story measures 1614 square feet. 


Cline argued that you can’t modify an al¬ 
ready adopted Conditional Use Permit; however, 
the rest of the councilpersons agreed to a public 
hearing within 40 days. They felt that it would 
not be a three-story home but a two-story home 
and a basement. 

John Holcombe asked why the city grants so 
many Conditional Use Permits. "I’ve gone up 
and down Carter and a good majority of the 
homes have basements but you can’t see them. 1 
think he has the right to build a ba.sement." 

In other action, the council, with Cline 
voting "no" again, voted to adopt the amended 
Public Facilities Use Policy Tuesday evening. 
Members of nonpr()fit organizations will need to 
go before the Parks and Recreation Commission 
to ask for a waiver of payment for the city build¬ 
ings. Cline felt that if community groups work 
toward assisting the city, they should not have to 
pay to use the city facilities. According to the 
new amendments, the groups will have the op¬ 
portunity to talk with the commissioners about 
their group and what they do. 

Donna Harriman, recreation supervisor, said. 
"While the policy does introduce rental fees for 
nonprofit organizations and community groups, 
fee waivers may be granted by the Parks and 
Recreation Commission upon request." 

A rundown of the proposed fees will be 
published in next week’s edition of The News. 

Sierra Madreans will have the chance to 
speak out about the proposed "Smoking Free" 
public facility policy, at the Jan. 11 meeting. 

The proposed "Smoking Free" ordinance 
would prohibit smoking in all city facilities, 
including city hall, the police and fire depart¬ 
ments, the library, city yards and all recreation 
facilities. It would also apply to all individuals, 
clubs and organizations who rent the recreation 
facilities.

• We must see to it that human rights 
remain a high priority on the agenda of 

the United Nations...; 

• We must move promptly to obtain the 
consent of the Senate to ratify The Inter¬ 
national Convention on the Elimination of 
All Forms of Racial Discrimination; 

• We must pass implementing legisla¬ 
tion on the Convention Against Torture...; 
and 

• We must do all that is necessary to 
move to ratify the Convention on the 
Elimination of All Forms of Discrimi¬ 
nation Against Women. 

"The Bill of Rights and Universal 
I Declaration of Human Rights enshrine this 
1 timeless truth for all people and all na- 
I tions: respect for human rights is the 
I foundation of freedom, justice, and 
I peace."

Libraries and the American dream 

At the very heart of that American dream 
which has created all that is most admirable in 
our society lies education. It is, or course, 
necessary in a democracy that the voter is fed 
and clothed, not so that he can become fat and 
fancy, but so that he will have the opportunity 
to improve himself, enlarge his knowledge 
and judgment, and help lead the nation aright.

When we see people, as 
various as the community is various, sitting 
side by side at library tables, each intent on 
his own dream and desire, we seem to hear 
the beating of the vast heart—tolerant, com¬ 
passionate, appreciative, wildly exciting—of a 
nation dedicated to liberty and conceived on 
the principle that all men are created free and 
equal. 

But great as this function is, libraries 
have what is perhaps an even greater function. 
Libraries are the memory of mankind, the 
storehouse that contains all which is known 
and has been thought. Were some holocaust to 
destroy all intellectual institutions except 
libraries, all could be recreated. But if the 
libraries were destroyed, all other institutions 
in the world could not re-create them (from 
the words of James Thomas Flexner in the 
forward ot the book, "For The People," by 
Whitney North Seymour).

Dear Dr. Tami, 


My cat was just diagnosed with hyperthyroidism. What 
exactly is this disease and is it very common? 

Hyperthyroidism is a multisystemic disorder resulting from 
excessive circulating concentrations of the thyroid hormones 
thyroxine (T ) and triiodothyronine (T ). It is common m 
middle-aged to older cats between (6-20 years). The most 
common cause is due to a benign adenoma of the thy oid 
gland that secretes accessible inappropriate amounts of 
tnyroid hormones. The high circulating levels of thyroid 
hormones affect many body systems causing a wide variety of 
clinical and biochemical aonormalities. The basal metabolic 
rate is elevated with increased oxygen consumption in many 
t’ssues which stresses such orgaris as the heart, kidney and 
liver. The most common sign is progressive weight loss 
despite a normal or increased appetite. Other signs include 
increased water consumption and urination, vomiting, diar¬ 
rhea, elevated heart rate, and hairloss secondary to excessive 
glooming. Ocular changes can also occur secondary to 
hypertension including retinal hemorrhage and detachments. 
Diagnosis is determined from a bloodpanel that reveals 
elevated thyroid hormone levels. Hyperthyroidism resembles 
numerous other diseases of the aging cat. It is important to 
have a complete bloodpanel run to rule out other possible 
diseases. Treatment is directed at controlling the excessive 
secretion of the thyroid hormones. One of the most common 
treatments is Tapazole, an antithyroid drug. This drug 
decreases the formation of the hormones Tj and T . This drug 
is administered one to three times daily for the resl of the cat^ 
life. Constant monitoring of thyroid hormone levels must be 
done to ensure thyroid hormone levels are maintained within 
the normal range. Other possible treatments for this disease 
include surgery or radioactive iodine treatment '”!) One 
should consult with his veterinarian about which treatment is 
best for his cat.

The Raymond M. Alf 
Museum is celebrating 
its 25th anniversary this 
fall. Founded by Ray¬ 
mond M. Alf, it is the 
only paleontological 
museum established on 
a high school campus in 
North America, and 
perhaps the world. 

Dr. Alf, 87 years old, 
was a teacher at the 
Webb Schools for over 
a quarter of a century 
and continues to partic¬ 
ipate in museum activi¬ 
ties. 

' Although dedicated in 
1968, the mu.seum had 
its beginnings in the 
early 1930s as Dr. Alf 
first began collecting 


fossils with Webb stu¬ 
dents during weekend 
and summer excursions 
throughout the western 
United States. In 1936, 
a new fossil species of 
peccary (ancient pig) 
was discovered near 
Barstow, California. 
This discovery generat¬ 
ed much excitement, 
and the fossil-collecting 
expeditions became 
know as "Peccary 
Trips." 

The museum is locat¬ 
ed on the campus of the 
Webb Schools, 1175 
West Baseline Road, 
Claremont. It is open to 
the public, September 
through May, Monday 
through Thursday after¬ 


noons from 1 to 4 p.m. 
and one Sunday after¬ 
noon per month. Ad¬ 
mission is $1 per person 
5 years of age and 
older, with free admis¬ 
sion on Wednesday af¬ 
ternoons.

Pastor Barney was 
sharing with us about 
the realities of truth. A 
key'factor in our ability 
to recognize the truth 
from the spurious and 
counterfeit is familiari¬ 
ty. Professional money 
handlers can readily 
spot a counterfeit bill 
because they handle the 
real thing all day long. 
We must know the truth 
of God in the same 
way. .We-must handle 
God’s Word with such 
familiarity that when the 
false comes along we 
can readily identify it. 
For the Christian there 
is one and only one 
truth, and that is the 
Word of God. C.S. 
Lewis said, "There is 
only one road that leads 
home, but there are 
1000 roads that lead 
into the wilderness." 
Barney pointed out that 
the truth about truth is 
that it will lead you to 
Him, and that is the 
road home that C.S. 
Lewis talks about. 

Truth is not merely an 
abstract, but a v/ay of 
life, a lifestyle that you 
must live. That is what 
the Book of James is all 
about. James is quick to 
point out that if you 
can’t put feet on your 


faith and live it, then it 
is of no earthly good. A 
practiced, pragmatic 
truth is a distinctive of a 
church that knows and 
does God’s will. This is 
foundational to the pur¬ 
pose of the church and 
is something ^that we 
must never lose sight 
of. 

You can’t get the truth 
by meditation, thinking, 
or philosophizing.- Real 
truth-niuSt be reve^d 
to you by God, and He 
does this primarily 
through His Word. God 
reveals the truth to us 
and that is what Jesus 
was saying to Peter 
when Peter declared that 
Jesus was the Son of 
God. In Matthew 16, 
Jesus told Peter that 
flesh and blood had not 
unveiled that know¬ 
ledge, but God revealed 
that to him. So the mes¬ 
sage for us all is not to 
look to sell or to others 
for truth, for we are 
then dealing with the 
fallibility of humanity. 
Real truth must be 
gleaned from the Word 
and from God as He re¬ 
veals His truth to us. 
This is the only thing 
we can stand upon, and 
stand upon with confid¬ 
ence.

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Titus helps those with 
little financial know-how

Cellie Taaffe, owner 
of Titus Financial Ser¬ 
vices, to be found in the 
Professional Services 
Directory in The News, 
treated herself to her 
first cruise this Thanks¬ 
giving—but not before 
sending a notice to all 
of her clients alerting 
them that she would be 
adrift in the Caribbean, 
"and not to worry." 

"I’m very involved in 
people’s lives," she 
says. Clearly, Taaffe 
goes to great lengths to 
offer people a sense of 
security, beyond the 
basic budgeting and bill¬ 
paying one typically 
associates with a per¬ 
sonal financial manage¬ 
ment firm. 

Still employed as 
branch manager for Far 
East National Bank after 
24 years with Bank of 
America, Taaffe has 
evolved into something 
of a professional 
ffiend/confidante. 

"I stored people’s 
things during the fire," 
she admits, a resident of 
Lower Hastings and a 
local native, one of six 
offspring of an Alverno 


teacher. "I really make 
a difference in a lot of 
peoples’ lives." 

Taaffe, who chose 
Titus, her maiden name, 
for her one-person com¬ 
pany, works with clien¬ 
tele from all over, as 
far west as Beverly 
Hills and as far east as 
Ontario. Her 50-plus 
clients seek a spectrum 
of services, ranging 
from personal book¬ 
keeping and bill-paying 
to loan packaging and 
budgeting. In business 
as an independent since 
1989, she started the 
current service last 
spring. 

"People who need the 
service really, really 
like it," she claims, 
pointing to the value of 
having someone to keep 
track when things be¬ 
come complex. "Some 
have bills sent directly 
to me." 

"You’ve got to know 
when to be tough," she 
explains. "It’s some¬ 
times ‘No, you can’t 
buy three new dresses.’ 
Or they just ask, ‘Cel 
lie, do we have any 
money tucked away?’" 

Her referrals come 


from CPAs, realtors, 
oftentimes family mem¬ 
bers. "I’ll sit down with 
a whole family and do a 
college budget, for 
example. Oftentimes, I 
review the budget with 
the children, too, so 
they’ll understand." She 
explains that frequently 
it’s the children them¬ 
selves who hire her. 

"Often, people like 
having me rather than 
their child, even if the 
child is 50 years old," 
she says. "I follow their 
Medicare." 

Taaffe says she sends 
a monthly accounting to 
each client, detailing 
bills paid and available 
funds. "At least 50 
percent of my clients 
have enough money to 
pay their bills," she 
says. Others are on a 
budget, however. 

Frequently, Taaffe 
sees clients when 
they’ve confronted a 
major transition: a 
divorce has occurred; a 
spouse has died; a 
young couple is ready 
to buy a house and 
realizes their credit is 
mixed up. 

"They’ve got to be

Harry and Pluma Martin- 
together since 1901

At her 67th wedding 
anniversary, Pluma 
Martin, age 92, was 
able to wear^her. origi 
nal wedding dress. "All 
the little buttons and all 
the little hooks fit all 
right," she said, "and 
the sleeves and cuffs." 

"Our wedding, out¬ 
side of the ring, cost 
$23," added her hus¬ 
band Harry, also 92. 

The Martins married 
in 1926, moving to Si¬ 
erra Madre in October 
of 1952. Harry Martin, 
a frequent contributor to 
the Sierra Madre News, 
is an author of local 
renown, with an auto¬ 
biographical account of 
his first 17 years on sale 
through The News. The 
story describes the 
experience of growing 
up in the little town of 
Keithsburg, Illinois, 
along the banks of the 
Mississippi—a locale 
which was nearly wiped 
out his sununer. 

What’s more impres¬ 
sive is that Harry Mar¬ 
tin didn’t start writing 
until he was in his 60s. 
"All of my stories are 
about the riverside town 
when it was in its glory 
days," he said. "Glory" 
is a magnified term to 
describe his own early 
years; Harry Martin 
was born in a sodhouse 
in Kansas, where he 
spent his first nine 
years. 

Pluma Martin’s life 
story has also been 
chronicled by her hus¬ 
band. The pair met 
when Harry was work¬ 
ing for the Indian Irrig¬ 
ation Service at Black- 
foot Station. "Some of 
the Indians were very 
good farmers," he said. 
"They really had a very 
prosperousreservation." 

Although neither Har¬ 
ry nor Pluma drive any 
more, the pair is com¬ 
fortable in their local 
environs. "We have 


some good friends, and 
the taxi service is 
great," said Pluma. "We 
have very good neigh- 
-...bors. next, door, across 
the street and behind," 
she said. 

"After the war, a 
great change came over 
Pasadena," he contin¬ 
ued. Nevertheless, the 
Martins have prevailed. 
Never parents, they 
maintain excellent 
health. What’s the 
secret? Genes, for one. 

"Her parents lived to 
be 93 '/2 and 94'/ 2 ," 
Harry said. "We eat 
everything under the 
sun. Neither one of us 
had any diet—ever." He 
admits that neither one 
eats much candy or 
sweets. 

"It’s too much trouble 
to make pie," she said. 
Aside from the occa 
sional trip to Reubens, 
the couple rarely eats 
out. "And I don’t drink 
anything. We don’t 
smoke. It’s just a waste 
of time and money for 
me," she said. 

The couple is known 
throughout the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley for civic 
activities, ranging from 
Harry’s term is Grand 
Marshal and, la^ t. Citi¬ 
zen of the Year to his 
work as president of the 
Garden Club. 

Curiously, the couple 
has not partaken exten¬ 
sively in organized rel¬ 
igion. "At age 15'/2, I 
walked out of Sunday 
School and never went 
back," he said, "because 
I heard ministers were 
encouraging the U.S. to 
kill Germans."

All those old mansions 
have disappeared, ex¬ 
cept the Wrigley Man¬ 
sion." 

The couple found 
Sierra Madre through a 
painting job "Harry 
painted a house, and 


was captivated," Pluma 
said. "We went to the 
First Methodist Church 
in Pasadena, and a 
teacher took us up into 
the Canyon." 

Pluma worked 24 
years for the Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools in 
Pasadena, as personnel 
secretary. With 2000 
people on her staff, it 
comes as a surprise that 
the woman has never 
travelled east of Chica¬ 
go or south of Tijuana. 

Was she a suffragete? 
"1 wouldn’t call it liber¬ 
ated, exactly," she said. 
"I wasn’t liberated 
financially." 

"She worked in the 
same position as a 
man," Harry said, "who 
earned more."

National publisher nestles in Baldwin bungalow

"American Bungalow" magazine, now in its 
second year, strives for a "spilled milk and warm 
puppy feel," says John Brinkmann, newly initiat¬ 
ed publisher of the national publication. Centered 
cozily in the same Craftsman house from which 
he runs his graphic design business, the magazine 
sits, conveniently, three doors south of the Sierra 
■'Madre Post Office. 

Now that his quarterly readership is 6000, 
don’t think Brinkmann doesn’t appreciate proxim¬ 
ity to friendly mailing facilities. "Those people 
have been wonderful!" he glows, lauding the 
local postal crews. 

"I think Sierra Madre’s a fantastic town!" he 
continues. "I really wish I’d raised my children 
here." Now married to East German native Gis- 
ele, one of the treasured souvenirs of his lO-year 
hiatus in Europe, Brinkmann looks much like an 
L.L. Bean mail order model. Surprisingly, the 
aficionado of fine design and neighborly living 
grew up in Southeast Los Angeles, in the Bell/ 
Maywood area. 

As much as he loved his origins, however, 
he has clearly embraced the local lifestyle—the 
same lifestyle he believes is embodied in Crafts¬ 
man architecture and furnishings. 

"Out of respect for your community you 
don’t trash your front yard," he says. "If your 
neighbor’s cat gets stuck in the tree, you help 
him get it down." 

Brinkmann smiles. Until recently his major 
graphic design clients were Security Pacific and 
" UNOCAL—a far cry from Gustav Stickley furn¬ 
iture. 

Brinkmann says he appreciates the level of 
service at the local UNOCAL station, comparing 
it to the mass marketing mentality of a Home 
Depot-type retailer. 

"I want Bill Bergensmith, thank you!" he 
laughs. 

"American Bungalow" is a 48-page testimony 
to the quality and longevity of the American Arts 


and Crafts movement, highlighting design solu¬ 
tions and accoutrements of the Craftsman period. 
His publication has become so popular that he is 
now offering a second, lower cost version, free 
to subscribers and appearing more frequently 
than the original magazine. This second publi¬ 
cation, more of a newsletter in format, caters to 
a broader spectrum of Craftsman builders and 
hobbyists. 

"Somebody making lamps in a garage needs 
an information exchange as well," he maintains. 
But for craftspeople such as these, the cost of an 
ad in his original magazine, which retails at $6 
an issue, is prohibitive." 

Brinkmann aims to position his business as 
an "information centerpost" for the movement- 
one which enables all of the do-it-yourself types 
to take part and remain informed. 

Both publications rely extensively on the 
input of volunteer writers and independent sub¬ 
missions. Edited by George Murray, warm and 
professorial, "American Bungalow" signifies a 
great departure from most products of the mass 
media. 

Brinkmann says he’s only found one other 
publication which strives to offer the same sense 
of intimacy—a Maine-based boatbuilding maga¬ 
zine called "Wooden Boat." 

("When I first sent to Maine," he recalls, "It 
was like finding God!") 

Brinkmann maintains that the bungalow 
philosophy is more a way of life than a style of 
architecture, like "tinkering in the back yard and 
growing tomatoes." he says. "It’s in the walls." 

"American Bungalow" builds on the growing 
assortment of local efforts to preserve a way of 
life lost in contemporary culmre, in the same 
vein that Warren Hile builds his Craftsman-style 
furnishings and the Gamble House spreads the 
word through its in-house bookstore. 

Want to learn more? Pick up a copy of the 
magazine or drop by the office. You’ll recognize 
it by the automobile parked next to Brinkmann’s 
garage—a handsome MG...built in 1932.
